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22. (New) The polymer matrix-biosensor combination of Claim 21, wherein the biosensor 
is an analyte-responsive drug delivery device, wherein the polymer matrix changes in response to 
an analyte condition, and wherein the changes in the polymer matrix control the drug delivery from
